Resists Pressure to Quit 


Bhutto Offers Some Concessions

LAHORE, Pakistan, April 17.— 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhut- 
to offered some political and 


. religious. concessions to his op~ 
- ponents today in an effort to 


calm the anti-government turmoil 


. that has shaken this nation for 


the Jast five weeks. 

But. the. beleaguered Pakistani 
leader again rejected opposition 
demands that he resign, dissolve 
the Pakistani National Assembly 
and order new national elections. 

Observers said they felt the con- 
cessions alone would not be 
ish to quell the crisis. 

The opposition Pakistan Na- 
tional Alliance (PNAT touched off 
the poiltical unrest with charges 
that national elections held March 
7 were rigged by Mr. Bhutto's 
Pakistan People’s party. Those 
charges led to rioting ad clashes 
that left more than 100 dead.

The Prime Minister said that 
if the PNA leadership agrees to 
negotiate a settlement to the 
current crisis, and demonstrators 
leave the streets, he would order 
new elections for the four provin- 
Cial legislatures of Punjab. Sind, 
Baluchistan and the North-West 
Frontier, 

The PNA boycotted the provin- 
cial elections March 10 after 
making the allegations of rigging 
in the national balloting, 

“If the PNA gets a majority 
of the seats in 411 the four provin-

Goals Ontlined 

Mr, Owen has said a conJer- 
ence, with the United States a5 
cosponsor, would be aimed at 
drafting a constitution for Rhode- 
διὰ under majority rule and or- 
canizing elections. Discussing his 
talks here with Mr. Smith. Mr. 
Owen said. “We had a detailed 
and more constructive discussion" 
than they had in South Africa 
on Wednesday. 

Mr. Smith said, “There's shill a 
lot of ground to be covered be- 
fore this exercise gets off the 
ground . .. if it ever does start. 
However, I repeat, we have made 
some progress.” 

Mr. Owen cited “good grounds 
for thinking that we can carry 
this through” but said be would 
now have more talks with his 
own government and the Carter 
administration “and we won't be 
making a decision on whether to 
take this conference route for, 
I suspect. a week or 50.” 

Mr. Owen said “the only ques- 
tion mark” is whether all con- 
cerned are committed to a power 
transier in 1978. 

Mr. Smith, while not closing 
the door completely on that pros- 
pect. has expressed the belief a 
transition could not be carried 
out earlier than two sears after 
an agreement with black nation- 
alists is made. 

Britain's professed 1978 objec- 
tive was expected to be the un- 
derlying issue at a national con- 
gress of the ruling Rhodesian 
Front party tomorrow, 

The congress is being held “to 
review party principles" after 12

IMF Clears $530-Million Loan 


To Italy Under a New Policy 
By Carl Gewirtz 


PARIS. Apri] 17 (IHT'.—The 
Yeading indusirialized nations ap- 
Proved here yesterday a $5%0-mil- 
lion loan to Italy under the 
auspices of the International 
Monetary Fund. <A loan of $500 
million is due to he approved 
tomorrow ato a Luxembourg 
meeting of finance ministers of 
the nine nations in the European 
Economic Community. 

The loans earned favorable con- 
sideration only after Italy ac~ 
cepted IMF economists’ stringent 
conditions aimed at eliminating 
the nation’s current-account.def- 
icit In a year and sharply reduc- 
ing the level oF annual price 
increases. 

‘The loans represent a change 
in official attitudes about how 
best to manage the growing 
debts of the oil-:mporting states. 
Until now. the so-called “re~ 
eychng” of the cash surpluses 
amassed by the oil exporters has 
been left to the world’s leading 
commercial banks. 

They took the deposits made 
by the oil states and used this 
cash to make loans to the oil 
importers, allowing them to mect 
their international payments 
deficits without having to cut 
drastically ther standards of 
living. 

Hundreds of Billions Owed 

The external debts of the ofl 
importers now total hundreds of 
billions of dollars. The com- 
mercial banks are thought to be 
owed more than $100 billion. 
And the end still is not 'n sight, 

More than three years after 
the initial crisis touched off by 
the fourfold increase in oil prices, 
neither the industrialized nations 
ner the less developed countries 
have succeeded in establishing 
financial equilibrium. For the 
developing states. which had 
problems before the ail crisis, 
the cituation has become precar- 
ious. 

The commercial banks, mean- 
while, arc in 5. dilemma. They 
dare not cease making uew loans 


lest the credit cut send the bor- 
rowing states ito bankruptcy. 
Yet. prudent banking practice 
demands that they reduce their 
exposure to such @ financial risk. 

Italy has been a prime prob- 
lem. With its external debt ex- 
ceeding S20 billion and no signs 
of a letup, it was finally refused 
new leans by banks. After bor- 
Towing all it could from its allies, 
ΙΑΙΡ has now acquiesced to the 
tough conditions demanded by 
the International Monetary Fund 
in order to borrow $530 millon 
more. Confident thar Italy's 
austerity program will restore its 
fmances. the EEC has agreed to 
borrow an additional $500 mil- 
lion from the public market for 
lending to Italy. 

The IMF funds will be dizpers- 
ed in three steps—at the end of 
this year, in the middle of next 
year and at the end of 1918--- 
provided that Italy meets ἐπα 
IMF's conditions on handling its 
public-sector deficit, growth in 
the money supply and rise in 
prices. For example, inflation, 
which was at an annual rate of 
s2 per cent in January, must be 
reduced τὸ at least 16 per cent 
at this year's end and to 13 per 
cent by March of next year. 

Commercia) banks. in extending 
loans. cannot attach such con- 
μους. Only an international 
body such as the IMF has the 
clout to do 1. But a problem 
for the IMF is that it does not 
have the cash resourees to back 
up its own austerity package. 

Officials estimate that the IMF 
has. available for lending. $3 bil- 
lion fm U.S. dollars and the 
equivalent of $1 billion in other 
usable currencies. The IMF 1s, 
in fact. putting up only 387 mii- 
lion of its own funds in the loan 
to Italy. The rest is coming in 
contributions from the Group of 
Ten. the wealthiest industrialized 
States. and from Switzerland.

Zaire Gains 


Join Local Soldiers 
In Shaba Offensive 


EINSHASA. Zaire, April 17 
1{AP)—Moroccan troops made 
their first advances against rebel 
forces in Zaire’s Shaba Province 
after the rebels pushed to within 
35 miles of the copper-minins 
center of Kolwezi, reporters re- 
turning from the region said 
yesterday. 

(Zaire troops and thew Moroc- 
ean ales have gained ground, 
captured arms, equipment and 
documents and taken a prisoner 
in Shaba. the Zaire news agencr 
AZAP reported today, Reuters 
said. 

[Zaire's troops launched a 
strong offensive yesterday egamst 
invaders from Angola, and 1.500 
Moroccans, flown in last week to 
help them, joined the battle 
last. night, the Zaire agency 
said. The retreating invaders 
left @ number of dead on the 
battlefield, AZAP said.) 

Reporters, ordered out of tho 
province by the government, said 
the Mcroccans moved from ther 
base at Kolwezi to Kanzenze, 
25 miles to the northwest, to back 
up Saire government troops wha 
clashed with the rebeis a few 
miles west of Kanzenze. a village 
of about 2,000 inhabitants where 
a clinic and mission are situated. 

About 40 wounded government 
troops were taken to Kolwen’s 
hospital while others were taken 
by railroad to Kamina, an air 
base town about 130 miles north 
of Kolwezi, the reporters said. 

Reporters from Kolwezi said - 
during the full of the last two 
weeks the rebels had advanced 
to near Kanzenze from the area 
of Mutshatsha, seized early im 
their invasion. 

Civilian sources in Shaba Prov- 
ince, called Katanga when Zare 
was the Belgian Congo, reported 
the rebels have set up a rudimen- 
tary civilian administration and 
Were issuing identification cards. 

The cards bear the name of 
“the Democratic Republic of the 
Congo.” which apparently is the 
tame the rebels have given to 
areas under their contro}. Sourcea 
have estimated that they control 
one-third of the province. 

The rebels were said to be giv- 
ing away corn and rice to the 
population in the food-short prov- 
ince.

Bringing ‘Stability’ to Angola 


’ WASHINGTON, Apri 17 (WP). 
—President Carter believes that 
his ambassador to the UN, An- 
drew Young, .was right when he 
said Jan, 31 that Cuban troops 
“pring a certain stability and or- 
der” to Angola.

CIA Forecasts a World Shortfall in Oil by 1985

WASHINGTON, April 17 (WP). 
—By 1985, the world will use more 
petroleum than it will produce. a 
situation that will lead to global 
shortages and higher prices of 
gasoline, heating oi] ang jet fuel, 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
has told the White House. 

In a classified report prepared 
at Président Carter’s request, the 
CIA said that the excess of de- 
mand over supply will push the 
World price of of] to three times 
its current level of $12 a barrel. 

Sources said the CLA report was 
based on the private reports from 
U.S. oil companies, which the 
agency had asked for their best 


- estimates of world trends in pro- 


duction and consumption of ail 
and natural gas through the rest 
of the century. The ΟἿΑ refused 
to make its report public, saying 
that the White House had told it 
to keep the report classified. 

Mr, Carter said at a news con- 
ference Friday that he found the 
report “deeply disturbing” and 
said he would discuss some of the 
Teport’s conclusions tomorrow 
night in the first of two enersy 
speeches he will address to the 
nation in this coming week. 

“Reserve estimates that had 
been used as a basis for decisions 
in the past were found to be quite 
excessive,” Mr. Carter said Friday 
in discussing the CIA study. “Re- 
serves are not as great as we 
thought they were.” 

The President said that the CLA 
report clearly serves as a warning 
that the United States must he- 
gin to conserve energy.

MIAMI, April 17 (AP)—A 
Jocal homosexual rights law has 
been declared constitutional in a

Circuit Court Judge Sam sil-

Canada Faces 
: Big Increase 


In Inflation

MONTREAL, April 17 (NYT. 
—inflation, has’ returned’ with a 
vengeance fo Canada, increasing 
social and political tensions prev~ 
alent in the country since the fed~ 
eral government instituted wage 
and price controls 18 months ago. 

For the third consecutive month, 
the cast-of-living index for March 
rose 1 per cent. Annually, the 
inflation rate would be 12 per 
cent or about the same as before 
the controls, 

Last week, Finance Minister 
Donald MacDonald presented a 
budget that attempted to restrain 
spending. He offered very little 
relief, however, for Canada's other 
major problem, unemployment. 
Some corporate and individual 
tax concessions were offered as 
a stimulus for new investment 
and consumption and a few 
hundred million dollars were al- 
located to establish work pro- 


‘grams, 


Mr. MacDonald said he could 
not go further without endanger- 
ing the anti-inflation fight. More 
over, he resisted pressure fram 
both business and labor for 2 
lifting of controls before the end 
of the projected three-year pe- 
Tod. : : 
‘The budget was sharply criticiz- 
ed, Subsequently, for its exces- 
sive caution and for favoring nig 
corporations over individuals. The 
latest price figures heve bolstered 
Mr. MacDonald's belief that in- 
flation is still the biggest prob- 
lem. But these statistics are also 
serving to increase pressure from

Russia Seeks to Replace U.S. as Supplier 
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Soviet-Ethiopian Weapons Pact Is Reported 


By David B. Ottaway 


ADDIS ABABA, April 17 (WP, 
—The Soviel Union has begun 
shipping tanks and other heavy 
arms to Ethiopia under a secret 
military assistance agreement 
Signed in December that mey 
Amount to more than $100 million, 
according to Arab and Western 
diplomatic sources here. 

The arrival of the Soviet arms 
Marks the end of a period of 
more than 20 years during which 
the United States provided vir- 
tually all of this formerly pro- 
‘Western nation’s military needs. 

At the same time. the Soviet 
decision to begin arming Etbiopia 
is a gamble, for it could well 
alienate the neighboring country 
of Somalia, where the Russians 
have their largest military and 
economic investment anywhere in 
black Africa, 

Somalia and Ethiopia have 
been enemies for more than a 
decade now because of a Soma 
claim to this country’s eastern 
Ogaden region. In addition, the 
two neighboring Marxist govern- 
ments are at loggerheads over the 
future of the French Territory of 
the Afars and the Issas that lies 
between them and is scheduled to 
become independent in June. 


Clear Superiority 

However, Moscow is apparently 
attempting to win Somali accep- 
tance of its overture to Ethiopia 
by limiting the amount and kind 
of military equipment Ethiopia 
sets. Thus, Somalia will still have 
a clear superiority in both mum- 
bers and quality of its Soviet arms 
over according to the 
diplomatic sources, 

Ethiopia’s Marxist military 
leaders have been courting the 
Soviet Union for nearly a year 
now, seeking to win it over to 
the Ethiopian side in their dispute 
with Somalia, gain Soviet blessing 
of their revolution and find an 
alternative to U.S. military sup- 
plies. The arrival of Soviet arms 
is the latest indication of tbe 
success of their efforts. 

The arms are arriving at 8 
time of a near state of war be- 
tween Ethiopia and its western 
neighbor, the Sudan, over the 
latter’s support for two Ethiopian 
opposition groups that claim to 
have taken control recently of 
seven towns in north and north- 
west Ethiopie.

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Anti-Boycott Legislation 


With no anti-boycott legislation on the 
books, Arabs have used their great post-1973 
buying power to make American firms their 
agents not only in their primary boycott of 
Israel but also in their secondary and ter- 
tiary boycotts of Israel. The first is regret- 
table but beyond American values and. ac- 
cordingly, unacceptable to most Americans. 
So no one can seriously contend that legis- 
jation directed at these forms of boycott is 
unnecessary. Quiet diplomacy, the remedy 
Suggested by those who oppose legislation, 
was tried for years. It falied. The Carter 
administration is the first to have accepted 
the néed for legislation. Even the State 
Department. for all its devotion to the prac- 
tice and the efficacy of diplomacy. agrees 
that more muscle 15 indicated in this case. 

Some cerperations and publicists warn 
that passage of the sort of legislation about 
to come to the Senate and House floors risks 
loss of billions of dollars in business and 
hundreds of thousands of jobs. not to speak 
af great diplomatic leverage as well Such 
hysteria makes one wonder if those giving 
expression to it are not merely trying to 
make a record of protest. The responsible 
business community, including the business 
roundtable, supports or tolerates the idea of 
Jegislation, if not without certain misgivings. 
So does the Commerce Department. No 
Tealistic person would assert that an anti- 
boycott law will not cost something. But 
if there ts a price to keep foreigners from 
compelling Americans to trample on their 
own basic values, surely it is worth paying 
and, a8 surely, thoughtful and responsible 
Americans will be willing to pay it. 

In fact, both the House and Senate bills 
already contain substantial concessions to 
the interests—the legitimate interests—of 
business. For instance, the two bills alow 
American companies resident in Arab states 
to comply with boycott provisions, if the 
President certifies there's no alternative. On 
the Key issue of “unilateral selection,” a 


buyer's right to specify subcontractors, the 
Senate version grants that right, though 
with a certain restriction, while the House 
version (which we favor )attempts to modify 
it according to 2 measurement of the buyer’s 
intent. The administration supported the 
local-law exemption and the Senate version 
of unilateral selection. though it may wish 
to add amendments on this and perhaps on 
other provisions of this complex measure on 
the Senate or House floors. The Jewish ser- 
viee organizations active in the anti-boycott 
fight agreed not to oppose the exemption 
amendment and the House version of uni- 
lateral selection, 

That is to say, notwithstanding accounts 
of sharp differences, the actual process of 
shaping the legislation has reflected an 
unusual degree of consensus and reasonable 
compromise. Antagonistic suggestions that 
the Jewish organizations have loaded up the 
legislation with excessive provisions are 
pelied by the support being given by the 
administration, by responsible businessmen 
and by many members of Congress. The 
House bill came out of the International 
Relations Committee, for stance, 33 to 0. 

The United States seeks Arab friendship, 
in diplomacy as weil as commerce. To build 
the kind of sturdy, long-hasting relationship 
that American interests require, however. 
American vaiues must be respected from the 
outset. To say that legislation will make 
Arabs turn away from America is to ignore 
the self-interest of Arabs as well as Amer- 
icans in ἃ stable agreement on trade rules. 
Arabs buy many of the same American 
weapons sold to Israel, for instance. For- 
tunately, American business and American 
diplomacy have enough else of value to offer 
Arabs—the world's best technology and 
know-how on the one hand, leadership in 
the drive for peace on the other. Americans 
do not have to humiliate themselves to win 
Arab goodwill

Fighting Inflation—Mildly 


True. there's not much that a President 
ean do—directly, at least—about inflation. 
Aiso true, it’s better for a’President not to 
promise big things that he ean'’t produce. 
Further true, there's a lot to be said for 
restraint in fiddling with the American econ- 
omy in its present uncertain condition. 
Mr. Carter accepts all of those truths. That's 
why his various proposals to hold down in- 
flation are not going to change very much, 
very quickly, Meanwhile, the inflation rate 
seems to be rising. 

Consumer prices have risen ὃ per cent over 
the last year. But during the winter they 
were rising at an annual rate of 9 per cent. 
Some of that acceleration was due to cold 
weather. but not all of it, Mr. Carter has 
set himseif the target of reversing this trend 
and getting the rate down to 4 per cent by 
the end of 1979. How? 

He's right in excluding mandatory con- 
trols. Aside from any questions of policy, 
the legal authority to impose them has ex- 
pired. If Mr. Carter tried to get a new law, 
the first reaction would be a wildfire of an- 
ticipatory price increases, Ali the people who 
were taken by surprise in 1971 by the Nixon 
controls are determined not to let it happen 
again. Politicians sometimes think of the 
economy as 2 great machine, But the ma- 
chine has a memory. 

That memory would even make it perilous 
fo: Mr. Carter to try to set wage and price 
guideposts. The guideposts’ maximum in- 
crease immediately becomes everybody's 
minimum increase. If 4 President has 
blessed a certain figure as permissible, who 
will settle for less? Then 8 competition be- 
gins to see who can bust the limit. President 
dnnnson got two-and-2-half years" use out of 
his wage guidepost before it exploded in 
1966. The process would run much faster 
if Mr, Carter tried to repeat it because the 
machine remembers what happened the last 
tume. 


It's wiser to try to change the ways in 
which certain sensitive parts of the eco- 
nomic machinery work. But this kind of 
reform is slow. unspectacular and uncertain. 
For example. Mr. Carter mentioned the ad- 
ministration’s attempt to change airline 
regulations to make the system less expen- 
sive and more efficient. That idea is now 
moving along. but the road ts upnill and 
it moves in low gear. The question is 
whether Mr. Carter has enough time to per- 
mit himself that strategy alone. 

Even within the severe limits that Mr. 
Carter has accepted. he can find ways to 
press a bit harder. In his Friday statement 
on inflation and its antidotes he promised, 
tor example. to expand the surveillance con- 
ducted by his Council on Wage and Price 
Stability. He also made a passing reference 
to occasional pubiic hearings. That possi- 
bility is worth developing vigorously. For 
some kinds of inflationary price and wage 
increases, public exposure and examination 
may well be the most effective antidote now 
avatiable. If the counci) Js going to get 
seriously into the business of holding spot- 
light hearings. it’s going to have to be re- 
inforeed, But it is, potentially. a powerfu! 
instrument for public accountability. 

Some inflation is uncontrollable. Some of 
it comes from abroad: What did you pay for 
your last pound of coffee? Some of it comes 
from forelgn demand for American products: 
the price of soybeans has doubled over the 
last year. A lot of it happens because 
everybody expects it to happen: That's why 
home mortgage rates are higher than they 
were five years ago. But some of it is the 
result of deliberate grabs where competitive 
pressures are weak. There's probably no way 
to outlaw this klnd of competitive grabbing. 
But the President, and his wage and price 
council, have a way to ensure that it doesn’t 
pass withont full public notice.

U.S. Volunteer Military Held 
Bargain by Army Secretary

WASHINGTON, — In Spite of 
᾿ hand-wringing in the admi- 
histration and Congress over 
military personnel costs, Army 
Secretary Clifford Alexander says 
the volunteer Army is ἃ bargain 
for taxpayers. 

“The volunteer Army is cheaper 
than a draft Army because we 
can avoid the internal turmoil 
that would be created Ht there 
was αὶ draft,” Mr. Alexander said 
in an interview. 

Since the draft ended in 1973, 
he said, the Army has been ablo 
to spend less on discipline of 
unruly troops and less on the 
training, equipping and trans- 
porting of recruits to meet high- 
er toruover rates caused by the 
relatively short hitches served by 
draftees, 


“There is also an additional: 


cost to having less well trained 


dollar value of the savings. 
More than half of the Penta- 
gon'’s $120-billion budget goes to 


. personnel costs, an expense that 


has prompted President Carter to 
order ἃ study of ali mititary pay 
and fringe benefits. The cost of 
military pefsonnel has increased 
150 per cent since 1967, when 
Congress voted to make military 
pay camparable to civil-service 
pay. 


Competing for Recruits 
Critics of the all-volunteer 


military have pointed to mount-" 


ing personnel costs as a reason 
for considering 2 refurn to the 
draft. The critics claim that pay 
could be held down if the mili- 
tary did not have to compete 
for its recruits in the open 
civilian job market. 

Mr. Alexander said there is 20 
realistic chance of returning to 
the $90-a-month pay scale that 
once held down total personnel 
costs. But even if it were pos- 
sible, he said, it would be grossly 
unfair because the Army needs 
only 8, small percentage of the 
104 million persons between the 
ages of 17 and 51.

Lastly, it is an inierest- 
ing point that in 1974 some 26 
mailion U.S. citizens were earn- 
ing relatively less than sconom- 
cally active blacks in South Afri- 
can cities. 

Balanced reporting during pe- 
tiods of stress and strain is an 

essential prerequisite for inform- 
ed opinion, Some of Mr. Hoag- 
land's views on South Africa were 
reported at length over eight 
consecutive days. All political 
commentators will agree that the 
democratically elected leaders of 
South Africa's homelands are the 
most articulate and influential 
spokesmen for the black nations 
im South Africa, It is therefore 
strange to find that Mr. Hoax 
land experienced no difficulty in 
quoting lengthily from interviews 
with black activists while refrain- 
ing from quoting the views of the 
elected spakesmien of the black 
homelands. Rather like quoting 
Stokely Carmichael, Rap Brown 
and Eldridge Cleaver im prefer- 
ence to Martin Luther Eing. 

Equally so is his insinuation 
that police officials were respor- 
sible for recent deaths of de- 
tainees held under the country’s 
security laws, This is a slur 
which cannot be left unanswered. 
The South African police force 
and prison services have nothing 
to hide. South Africa is the only 
eountry in Africa and one of the 
few τὰ the free world which has 
allowed the Red Cross, foreign 
experts in criminology and law 
and even some newspapermen 
τὸ visit maximum security pms- 
ons. 

Suicides in prisons are not 
peculiar to South Africa. They 
occur wherever prisoners are be- 
ind held. On Oct. 15, 1976, The 
New York Times reported that 
a black student had hanged him- 
self in prison, the third suicide 
of a detainee that month. In the 
same issue, on page 11, the suicide 
of 2 New York corivict was men- 
tioned, the 10th in that city's 
correctional system that year. it 
was also mentioned that 23 at- 
tempted suicides had been thwart- 
ed in New York City's prisons 
as of October 15, 1976. 

Myr. Hoagland'’s sense of per- 
spective, his objectivity and real- 


ism are rather one-sided and he 
is misinformed when he deals 
with “facts” and asserts thet the 
Black ‘especially youth) protests 
in Soweto and elsewhere are a 
vriquely South African phenom- 
enon He has probably forgotten 
about Harlem, Detrolt, Watts anc 
other massive U.S. urban riots.

Division of Land 


Other statements of Mr, Hoag- 
land's are equally malicious. First- 
ly, he repeats the cliché of the 
unfairness of the division of land 
in South Africea—the story about 
whites possessing 81 per cent of 
the total land mass as opposed to 
the blacks, wha form 71 per cent 
of the total population but who 
have to settle on only 13 per cent 
of the Jand, the black homelands. 
referred to by Mir. Hoagland 95 
“black ghettoes.” (If Zululand, 
with its rolling green hills, its 
forests. rivers and waterfalls 15 
@ ghetto, what would one call the 
desert homelands of the Indians 
tm the United States?) 

Auy geographer will tell that 
the black homelands are well- 
situated as far as rainfall. water, 
minerals and fertile soils are con- 
eerned. South Africa's two semi- 
desert areas, the southern Frala- 
hari and the Earoo, both of 
which are sparsely populated for 
obvious reasons, constitute almost 
80 per cent of white South Africa. 
This should give more perspective 
to the “unfairness” which Mr. 
Hoagland is so concerned about. 

In any case. he ignores the 
faet that the present division of 
Jand is an historical one and not 
one of the present generation of 
whites, It was already divided 
when South Afmeca became a 
union in 1910. He also ignores 
the fact southern Africa reflects 
a 50-56 per cent division between 
black and white since Lesotiio, 
Swaziland aud Botswana were 
all at one stage “bhiack home- 
lands” in the true sense of the 
word; in fact, Britain designated 
them as black “protectorates.” 

Such is the trend of Mr. Hoag- 
land's series of articles on South 
Africa: Innuendoes, half-truths. 
misconceptions and dishonest re- 
porting. 

There is another trend in his 
articles. in fact also in the edito- 
nials of the THT and The Wash~ 
ington Post. It is the constant 
and deliberate effort to equate 
black and white problems in

South Africa with those of the 
blacks in the Umited States. 
Bowever, the only real compari- 
son one ean make is with the 
Indiams and everyone knows 
what white Americans did to the 
Indians.

Mr. Hoagland wrote about the

One month later we read in 
South African newspapers, in a 
report by Allan Brownfieid 
Washington’, how hundreds of 
thousands of whites are fleeing 
the cities in the United States 
for fear of encroaching blacks. 
In the New Republic, Prof. Irving 
Hove wrote recently along the 
same lines, giving facts and 
Li ; ws Prof. Howe observed, 
it is fear which is driving the 
whites out of Detroit. It is the 
same in Washington. New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston and &1, 
Louis. That is hardly setting an 
example to the minority white 
nation in South Africa. Eut just 
as one cannot in South Africa 
understand this fear in the 
United States without all the 
facts. so one cannot sauge white 
South Africans’ “fears” on the 
basis of Mr. Hoagland's superfi- 
cialities, 

The reports of Mr. Hoagland 
reflect the double standards also 
of the ivory towers of the THT. 
Majority rule for multinational 
and pluralistic South Africa is 
bsing preached. The irony is 
that the IT accepts a minority 
government in Angola whose 
power is derived from the bar- 
rels of the guns so generouslr 
supplied to the MPLA br Sovie 
Russia and by the Cuban forces. 
One has to conclide from this 
that a black minority is uncon- 
ditionally tolerated as long as it 
ἧς effectively in power. The prin- 
ciple seems to be: Might is right 
as long as it is black. It is only 
a so-called white minority that 
is unpalatable to the proponents 
of this crooked brand of morality. 
Why is this so? Would the IST 
tare to explain? Is ths prin- 
ciple on a par with its concept 
of justice. morality and freedom?

opposition. 

In general, the decision to jetti- 
son the two cardinal points in the 
administration's stimulus plan 
should be viewed constructively 
from political, economic and in- 
termational standpoints, 

Nevertheless, it again demon- 
Strates the difficulty of makins 
quick tax changes—down or up— 
under current procedures in the 
U.S. system of government. That 
mey be a blessing in most in- 
stances but it does deprive the 
nation of important flexibility in 
the fiscal area, 

Unsetiled Question 

Another remnant of the dra- 
matic change in administration 
policy last week is the unsettled 
question of how it will now deal 
with the question of encouraging 
greater business investment, which

The President said he bad dropped his tax-rebate plan because 


he feared it would fuel infation—a fear shared by many economists— 
and also felt it was no longer necessary to stimulate the economy.

Reflecting the upswing, the Dow Jones industrial average climbed

Turnover on the New York Stock Exchange last week expanded 
to 113.9 million shares, reportedly because of increased institutional 
interest, from 68.4 million shares m the proceeding week when 
trading was limited to four sessions because of the Good Friday 
holiday. 

Contributing to the market's strength was the Federal Reserve 
Board’s report Thursday that the nation’s industrial output rose 1.2 
per cent in March, in the Jargest gain in 19 months.

On Tuesday, the Dow Jones average scored its best gain of the 
week and tacked on 13.06 points.

Tt is true, of course, that the 
economy seemed sick at the time 
the incoming President offered 
his stimulus package. But he 
presented the new game plan 
Sooner than indicated and did 
not, as previously promised, wait 
8 bit longer to see how the econ- 
omy was progressing. 

Had he then waited a month 
or so, the President would hare 
seen that the economy's apparent 
Sluggishness late last year was an 
illusion created by effects from 
last fall's strike at the Ford Motor 
Co, and the rundown of corporate 
inventories on a wide scale. There 
was such underlying strength in 
the whole world of business, stem- 
ming from unrelenting consumer 
expenditures, that there was 
Clearly no need for any effort to 
encourage further the demanéi 
side of the economy. 

Initiatives Needed 

What was needed then—end is 
needed now—are initiatives to 
build greater business confidence 
so that the other side of the 
coin, the supply side, becomes 
brighter. 


In misreading the state of the 
economy at year-end, the ad- 
ministration’s strategists made the 
mistake of overemphasizing the 
consumer sector in fashioning its 
jobs-and-taxes stimulus program. 
Now that tilt toward the con- 
sumer has been corrected, al- 
though the need to bolster sup- 
plies is still sadly neglected. But, 
basically. last week's action by the 
President was in the proper direc- 
tion. And his pledge to resist 
“excessive spending” by the Con- 
gress, should it attempt to use 
funds formerly earmarked for the

Armenians in Greece will com- 
Memorate the 6td anniversary of 
the massacre of Armenians in 
Turkey with demonstrations, pa- 
tades and other activities this 
week, a spokesman said yesterday.

‘CE, Prance (AP).—When the plastic 

covers are put on the rouletta wheels 
for the night at the Palais de ja Méditer- 
rande, the woman who is president of 
France's fourth largest casino goes to bed 
in her cffice over the gaming rooms, 


guard watch over her sleep. “It’s sefer 
not to go home,” says Renée le Roux. “I 
go to bed with my account bocks.” 

The reason is what French newspapers 
ceil the war of the casinos, and what Mrs. 
le Roux, 8 tough, fiftyish wilow of a 
banker, says is an attempt by “dangerous 
and powerful” forces to take over her 
casino through purchase or intimidation- 

The decisive battle in the war, after 2 
year and a half of violence, alleged 
gambling fixes and financial maneuvering, 


will occur on April 30 when Mrs. le Roux's ὁ 


presidency is likely to be challenged at a 
stockholders’ meeting. 

The source of the trouble, Mrs. 16 Roux 
maintains, is the rival Casino Ruhl, which 
is about 40 yards away on the seafront 
Promenade des Anglais toward Monte 
Carlo. The. two casinos are antttheses: 
the 
carpets of the Rubi? and the high marble 
halls and tuxedoed croupiers of the Palais, 
a kind of 1995 time capsule. 


The Struggle 


The struggle grows out of the determina- 
tion of Jean-Dominique Fratoni, the 
Ruhl's Corsican president, to take over the 
Palais and the refusal of Mrs. le Roux, 
who holds 50 per cent of its shares with 
her family, to sell. The Ruhl’s handie was 
about $8.1 million last year and that of 
the Palais about $6.6 million.
